LONDON, Jan. 20.—Foreign Secretary Lord Halifax, 
accusing Germany of complicity in “brutal and totally un- 
provoked aggression against Finland,” declared in a speech 
today that Adolf Hitler will be defeated by the Allies be- 
cause he waited too long to strike with full force. 

Britain’s promise to help Finland “will not remain an 
idle promise, a mere academic formality,” he said.

Foreign Diplomats Think

and roughly a million Belgian troops 
to her enemies, it is pointed out. 


If Germany set out to conquer 
Holland, diplomats say, the oper- 
ation at best would take her 
several days, days in which the 
Allied armies probably would try 
to establish air bases on Nether- 
lands soil from which the Rhine- 
land and Ruhr industrial 
would be most vulnerable. 

Less assurance appeared to be 
felt as regards a spread of the war 
to Scandinavia. Transport of num- 
erous Allies divisions to Sweden or 
Norway would be cumbersome, in 
the opinion of experts, and would | 
involve the risk that they might be 
cut off by German invaders. 


HARSH TREATMENT

LANDSCAPE WHITE 


The landscape of war is all white 
and there is a hush in the still air. 
It is time for going into winter 
quarters, with good fires burning, 
but thousands of Britons have no 
such luck as that and have to. keep 
warm as best they can along the 
lines or in machine-gun posts, 
blockhouses, or huddle in transport 
wagons or trucks on slippery roads 
with the temperature fur below 
zero.

Dean Of American Senate 
Dies Of Hemorrhage In 
Washington 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20—Wil- 

liam Edgar Borah of Idaho, 74, 
dean of the United States senate, 

dicd at 8:45 p.m., E.S.T., last night, 

His death followed a _ cerebral 
hemorrhage, with which the veteran 
statesman was stricken about the 
time he suffered a fall at his apart- 
ment here Tuesday morning. It 
was not known whether the hem- 
orrhage caused the fall or resulted 
from it. 

The Senator was unconscious 
when Mrs. Borah found him lying 
on the floor of his bathroom, 

He regained consciousness Only 
rarely thereafter, sometimes calling 
for “Mary,” his wife, who was con- 
stantly in attendance. He breathed 
easily and reste! well. 

With his death, one of the long- 

est and most colorful careers in 

American politics came to an end. 

An uncompromising foe of trusts 

and monopolies from the time of 

President Theodore Roosevelt, he 

was famous, foo, as a staunch 

champion of complete United 

States independence in foreign af- 

fairs. i 

Despite the fact some of his last 
years were handicapped by illness, 
he remained until recent days an 
active participant in Senate affairs. 

Borah took his seat asa fledgling 
senator on March 4, 1907. He 
would have completed 33 years 
of service next March 4. 

Born in Wayne County, ML, June 
29, 1865, he made his home in Boise, 
Idaho, but spent most of his senate 
years in Washington. He and Mrs, 
Borah lived in an apartment here 
They had no children,

ernment versus the Hepburn Lib- 
erals of Ontario and the Drew Con- 
servatives, 

To this national crisis may be 
added a provincial crisis in On- 
tario, where as the facts of the vote 
reveal and the past record affirms, 
Mr. Hepburn does not possess the 
confidence of many of his followers, 
possibly a majority of them. 


PERSONAL ANIMOSITY 

At the moment, the merits of the 
controversy are hidden behind the 
black pall of intense, burning per- 
sonal animosity towards Premier 
King, which appears to have 
prompted Mr. Hepburn’s attack. If 
Mr. Hepburn had been on reason- 


ably good terms with the Ottawa 
government prior to this attack, the 
situation would be different. But 
Mr. Hepburn's record since the fall 
of 1935 has been one of extreme, 
over-mastering hostility to Mr. 
King. Only a few days ago, Janu- 
ary 10, in the legislature, he said: 
“So far as the leader of the Cana- 
dian government is concerned, I 
have not yet been able to provoke 
him into an open quarrel, although 
T have tried to do so with great dex- 
terity on frequent occasions.” 

This time he almost certainly will 
succeed, 


EXPOSED POSITION 

A glance at the record of the pro- 
ceedings at Toronto will indicate 
the exposed position in which Mr. 
Hepburn has placed himself and his 
leadership. The no-confidence 
resolution obviously was the im- 
pulse of the moment. There was 
not even, time to draft it properly 
before Premier Hepburn moved it 
and staked his political life upon 
its approval. 

There are 90 members of the On- 
tario legislature. Deducting Mr. 
Speaker, this leaves 89 effective 
votes. There are 65 Liberals (ex- 
cluding the Speaker), 23 Conserva- 
tives and 1U.F.O. Forty-four mem- 
bers voted for the resolution and 10 
voted against it. Thirty-five were 
either absent or deliberately ab- 
stained from voting, and of these, 30 
are Liberals and five Conservatives. 
Mr. Hepburn polled only 26 Liberal 
votes in his own support, including 
his own vote. Eighteen Conserva- 
tives joined with him. Ten Liberals 
opposed him. 


RISKED CRISIS 

Thus, Mr. Hepburn failed to rally 
half of his own followers to his sup- 
port. He was in a minority within 
his party. This fact, coupled with 
the additional fact that last summer 
most of his supporters, and his col- 
leagues in the cabinet, affirmed 
their intention of supporting the 
King government In the then ex- 
pected federal election, indicates 
the kind of crisis which Mr, Hep- 
burn has risked with his own party. 

Putting this crisis in its perspec- 
tive, it is recalled that at the out- 
break of the war, the unity of the 
country was threatened by two ex- 
tremes—the Nationalists in Quebec 
and the Loyalists of Ontario, chief- 
ly Toronto. The Quebec threat was 
disposed of on October 25, The 
threat from Toronto now seems 
certain of being passed over to 
the electors of the country for final 
arbitration, 


UNPREPARED FOR WAR 

There is very little disposition 
here, except among the more ex- 
treme Liberal partisans to question 
the strength of case which can be 
presented against the government. 
It is realized that this country was 
virtually unprepared for war. 

The government, it is learned, has 
no intention of claiming not to have 
made mistakes. Mistakes will be 
admitted but it will be contended 
that these mistakes have been cor- 
rected as rapidly as possible, There 
may well be more mistakes in the 
future, but these, too, will be cor- 
rected as rapidly as possible. Many 
of the pre-war contracts have been 
re-opened by the war supply board 
and modified in the interests of the 
taxpayers. A complete investiga- 
tion of the defence department ex- 
penditures by one of the leading 
firms of chartered accountants has 
been made and the report will be 
available to parliament. 


PLEAD NOT GUILTY 

But on the broad question of the 
extent of the war effort, the goy- 
ernment will plead not guilty to 
the Ontario charge and will be 
eager to submit its case to the elec- 
torate. Now that the crisis has 
come, there is apparent here, chief- 
ly among Ontario federal Liberal 
members, a deepening of ill will 
towards Premier Hepburn. He said 
in the legislature that he knew 
Prime Minister King was no good 
because he had sat behind him in 
parliament for 8% years. 

It is recalled that in 1926, 1930 and 
1935 Mr. Hepburn campaigned for 
Mr. King. On one occasion he as- 
cribed to Mr. King any success he, 
Mr. Hepburn, might have had in 
conducting public affairs. And 
they recalled, as well, his recent 
statement that he never minded 
how many times he changed sides, 
politically, so long as he ended up 
on the right one, There is plenty 
of bad feeling on both sides, today, 
and prospects are they will be- 
come worse, not better,

LAST CONTACT DEC. 8 

It was said here the last contact 
between the Altmark and the Graf 
Spee occurred Dec, 8, less than a 
week before the battle off Uruguay. 
At that time the Altmark flew the 
Norwegian flag and bore the name 
of a vessel of that nationality. 

In addition to the armament, 
the Altmark allegedly is equipped 
with a large number of prison 
cells designed to confine the 
crews of merchantmen sunk by 
the Altmark or the warship it was 
accompanying. 

The Altmark, flying flags of vari- 
ous nationalities, was reported seen 
in South Atlantic trade routes by 
merchantmen who did not suspect 
her identity. They said she met 
German and neutral tankers at des- 
ignated locations during her cruise 
with the Graf Spee.

To Go or Not To Go 


The Ontario legislature met a few days 
ago, and before the debate on the Address 
was ended the leader of the Opposition 
abandoned the discussion of provincial 
affairs to tell the Dominion Government 
how it should run the war. But he wasn’t 
allowed to do all the telling. Premier Hep- 
burn will let no man forestall him in de- 
nouncing Prime Minister King and all his 
works. He warmly endorsed everything 
Col. Drew had to say, and added some 
remarks on his own account which he 
said he meant to be ‘vitriolic’—and which 
no doubt Goebbels will duly put on the 
air for the comfort and encouragement of 
Nazi listeners. 

Not content with making this rhetori- 
cal contribution to national disunity, the 
Premier composed a condemnatory resolu- 
tion which he demanded that the mem- 
bers endorse, on penalty of having to find 
another head for the Government. The 
resolution carried 44-10. Every Conserv- 
ative member voted to keep Mr. Hepburn 
on the job. Ten Liberals voted to let him 
quit if he felt that way. The vote, to put 
it mildly, looks peculiar. The anxiety of 
the Opposition members to keep Mr. Hep- 
burn in office is only equalled in signifi- 
cance by the fact that more than a quar- 
ter of his own followers voted to let him 
get out instanter. 


The Man With the Grouch 


Col. Drew is a man with a bias. Un- 
prejudiced thinking on political subjects is 
to him impossible. That he should try to 
make capital out of the war policy of a 
Government of the opposite party stripe 
is natural. 

But Premier Hepburn is a man with an 
obsession. To expect him to be fair or 
even courteous on any subject involving 
the policy or administration of the present 
head of the Dominion Government would 
be folly. It probably is his conviction 
that Mr. King never did and never will do 
anything right, as it is his undoubted be- 
lief that Mr. Hepburn never did and never 
will do anything open to criticism. 

Even while he was trying to supplant 
Col. Drew as the No. 1 fault-finder with 
the federal war effort, the Ontario Pre- 
mier could not conceal his pet hate— 
of long pre-war standing, nor restrain 
the foolishness into which he is common- 
ly led when a fit takes him. He told the 
members of the legislature on Thursday 
“TI believe Mr. King harbors hatred in his 
heart for Ontario’. 

As a disclosure of mental unbalance 
that admission surely stands by itself 
among the utterances of Canadian public 
men, Any injury it does will be to the 
speaker himself. It must arouse pity 
rather than resentment that the head of a 
Canadian Government could hold such 
language toward another. It recalls with 
a reflex suggestion that it was Mr. Hep- 
burn who said of another Prime Minister 
of Canada that he “should have his head 
examined.” 


War Isn't the Way Out 


War has not solved Britain’s unem- 
ployment problem, though it may have, 
probably has, made it less serious. On 
Dec, 11 there were 1,361,525 registered 
unemployed there, 469,847 fewer than in 
December, 1938. If this reduction was en- 
tirely due to enlistment and the speeding 
up of war industries, the same factors 
cannot be counted on to effect similar re- 
ductions in future unless the Allies should 
become desperately pressed for men and 
munitions. 

The mechanization of war has multi- 
plied the effectiveness of the individual 
soldier, and thus cut down the number re- 
quired, or the number that can be profit- 
ably employed, in any given operation. The 
emphasis now is on munitions, rather than 
millions of men at the fighting front; and 
machines turn out shells and all other war 
requirements on the mass production scale 

Mechanized war is said to be far more 
costly than the other kind. Hence the 
nations engaged in the present war are 
faced with the prospect of higher war 
costs plus the cost of continuing to sup- 
port a considerable proportion of those 
who were idle in peace-time. 

Canada, it is reasonable to suppose, 
will fare better than the others, because of 
the heavy demand for products this coun- 
try is able to supply, and because men in 
&@ new country may more easily change

probable. 
“The Record 

The Drew-Hepburn censure of the Do- 
minion Government boils down in the 
main to a claim that the war effort has not 
been making fast enough progress, In par- 
ticular the complaint is that there have 
not been sufficient clothing and other sup- 
plies for the enlisted men. 

No one with respect for the truth will 
dispute that supplies have been lacking. 
But no one capable of objective thinking 
will wonder that such has been the case. 
Six months ago Canada was at peace, and 
was the most completely disarmed coun- 
try on earth. When war came uniforms, 
blankets nad other army supplies could 
not be made overnight, nor in numbers 
sufficient to meet the needs of a complete 
division—already oversea, of a hugely en- 
larged naval force and air force. Short- 
ages of some kinds of supplies were inevit- 
able here and there. 

The War Supply Board gave out the 
other day some figures which indicate, but 
only indicate, the revolutionary speeding- 
up of industry that had to be made in 
order to meet the sudden demand. These 
showed that supplies are now being turn- 
ed out at the rate of 10,000 sweater jackets 
per week, 20,000 blankets, 13,000 pairs of 
boots, 13,000 pairs of gloves, 7,000 uni- 
forms, 12,000 pairs of socks, 19,000 suits 
of underwear, 3,500 greatcoats. To reach 
this scale of output, it is noted, the peace- 
time production of gloves has been ex- 
panded tenfold, while blankets are being 
turned out three times as fast as in pre- 
war days, and output has been similarly 
increased in all other lines. 

And all this had to be done—and was 
done—without holding out the inducement 
of profiteer prices which proved so power- 
ful a stimulant to production in the form- 
er war. Surely Col. Drew and Premier 
Hepburn didn’t want that carnival of ex- 
ploitation repeated? 

It is unfortunate, terribly unfortunate, 
that the production of equipment did not 
keep pace with enlistment. But that was 
not possible—unless recruiting had been 
slowed down to the pace of production; 
there was no way to multiply factory out- 
put in keeping with the daily expanding 
demand for soldier supplies. And what a 
“*howl” would have gone up if recruiting 
had been slowed down—with Col. Drew 
and Mitchell Hepburn shouting louder than 
anybody else. 

Neither the Defence department, the 
War Supply Board nor Canadian industry 
has fallen down. They have done a good 
job, and will get due credit from those who 
candidly consider the facis. 


Books of the war loan were closed 
yesterday. Unless more urgent reasons 
forbade, it would have been well to keep 
them open for the full two weeks’ maxi- 
mum, and thus encourage as impressive a 
response as possible. Presumably there 
were more important considerations which 
made closing advisable at the end of five 
days.

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The Passing Show

Reports from Washington state that even 
senators who bitterly opposed Borah’s policies 
grieve at the stroke that now has come upon him. 
The man was bigger than his policies, nobler 
than his creed. He won his position of distinc- 
tion in American life because he clung so tena- 

ciously to the authority of the 
IN ANALYSIS Senate in shaping national 
OF BORAH policy. That was the root of his 

personal ascendancy. To protect 
the rights of the Senate, he was ready to do 
battle both against the demands of the president 
and the encroachments of the Supreme Court. 
Naturally, other legislators feel that the genius 
of the Senate was symbolized by the leonine 
head of Borah. 

Senator Borah never liked Great Britain, or 
her empire. He admitted this many times. Hav- 
ing a parochial vision on world problems, look- 
ing out upon Europe from the small window of 
an Idaho lawyer's office, he always was ready 
to impute the worst of motives to Britain even 
when she was engaged in the best of causes. 

Even in this war, he did not scruple to say 
publicly that he saw no difference between Euro- 
pean democracies and dictatorships, although 
they were ranged in a contest for survival, one 
against the other. For once, his rhetoric was 
seen as a hollow sham. His oppositign against 
the lifting of the arms embargo was a futile at- 
tempt to win support when it was obvious to the 
majority of Senators that Borah had neither 
truth nor justice on his side.

What Senator Borah thought about the pre- 
sent war is of little moment, except to himself. 
But his conduct towards the League of Nations 
unleashed vast historical forces that have spread 
woe and devastation over the whole world. As 
he himself said, in 1919, he was prepared to 

wreck the Republican party 
BORAH AND rather than have it endorse the 
THE LEAGUE Versailles Treaty and make 

America a member of the 
League of Nations. President Wilson had Taft, 
Elihu Root and Hays on his side in his attempt to 
gain Republican co-operation. Senator Lodge, 
Theodore Roosevelt and Rorah were the big 
three who were ready to have the Republican 
party smashed rather than see America repre- 
sented at Geneva. Borah was the spearhead of 
the attack against Wilson and he won. 

Wilson was not defeated by reason; he was 
tricked in a political game by his opponents. 
Borah threatened to stump the country against 
his own party if his fellow-Republicans did not 
jettison the Democratic president's peace policy. 
He boasted of the skill he showed in making 
six recalcitrant Senators come over to his side. 
Had those six votes been cast in favor of Wilson, 
the ultimate Senate decision might have made 
America a League member and the history of 
the past 20 years would have been totally dif- 
ferent and infinitely better. 

No matter what domestic successes may 
adorn Borah’s career, this blot upon his record 
can never be forgotten, even though the lapse 
of years may help it te be forgiven.

Borah came to Washington at the age of 42 
direct from a law practice in which his forensic 
gifts had won him a shining reputation. He 
had had no long political training. He repre- 
sented a small state. He knew little of Euro- 
pean or world politics. By all precedent, he 

should have taken only a passing 
A CAREER interest in foreign affairs. But 
OF SHADOWS he had a passion for debate, and, 

i when he found out that the best 
men talked about Europe, he decided to emulate 
their example. Thus the viewpoint of a small 
state came to dominate the discussions of the 
most famous assembly in the United States. 
The results were not always very happy. 

But it must not be fancied that Borah in- 
vented the theory of isolation; that theory 
invented him. He gained his unique prestige 
and singular power because he reflected the 
prejudices and fears of American public opinion. 
If he had represented a powerful state like 
New York, or lived in the teeming cities whose 
commerce reaches to the ends of the world, he 
would have taken a bigger view of important 
issues. Instead of trying to correct the prejudices 
of the man on the street, he dedicated his 
immense talent to finding reasons why those 
prejudices should not be disturbed.

Whether one agreed with him or not, 
it must be conceded that he was a giant, worthy 
of doing combat with the best of men to be 
found in any parliament in the world.

If any additional stimulus were needed to 
arouse Canadians’ sympathy for stricken Finland 
it was provided by Right Hon. Arthur Meighen’s 
magnificent address in Massey Hall, In the 
pointed and eloquent language of which he is 
master, Senator Meighen pictured the past and 
the present of the gallant Finlanders.

They have minded their own business, 
left others alone, and hungered only for the soil 
of their fathers.” 


This is the wholesome scene invaded by a 
covetous neighbor; invaded brutally by over- 
whelming force bent only on slaughter, general 
destruction and capture. And “as brave an army 
as ever took, the field” repulsed the invading 
horde. These people who “hungered only for the 
soil of their fathers” were fighting for their coun- 
try and for their homes, Because his cause was 
just, the strength of each Finnish soldier was 
“as the strength of ten.” And the invaders have

Patients with hemorrhoids, or 
piles, frequently say nothing about 
their discomfort, preferring to suf- 
fer in silence. This attitude while 
easily understood, prevents relief 
from being obtained. The distress 
which may be endured from hem- 
orrhoids is avoidable inasmuch as 
this disorder may often be relieved 
in a satisfactory manner. 


A hemorrhoid is a swelling pro- 
duced in the rectal region by an 
unnatural stretching of a vein. It 
may become sore, tender and raw, 
and may protrude or “come down.” 
In the bleeding type of hemorrhoid 
there is an escape,of blood. 


In severe cases, hemorrhoids ate 
capable of causing a great deal of 
distress while the patients are walk- 
Ing or standing. Due to the pres- 
ence of many sensitive nerves in 
the last few inches of the intestinal 
tract, hemorrhoids are likely to be- 
come extremely painful. The pains 
are described in various ways by the 
patient, as boring, gnawing, bearing 
down, and so on, In some cases, an 
itching sensation is noticed. 

One of the factors in the situation 
usually not understood by the lay- 
man is that hemorrhoids may con- 
tribute to a large degree to what is 
called “nervousness.” A rectal 
irritation of this kind will often 
produce nervous symptoms which 
may seem to have no connection 
with the rectal trouble. If a patient 
is being bothered with any form of

Finland having the lowest illiteracy

In Crop Failure 
Areas By Ottawa 


SASKATOON, Jan. 20.—Between 
$12,000,000 and $15,000,000 will be 
paid out by the Dominion govern 
ment this year, to farmers in 1939 
crop failure areas of western 
Canada who qualify for bonus pay- 
ments under the Prairie Farm As- 
sistance Act of 1939, according to 
a letter from the Hon. J. G. Garde 
iner, federal agriculture minister, 
to Frank Eliason, secretary of the 
United Farmers of Canada, Sas- 
katchewan section.

Financial report for the year was 
presented by Secretary Montgom- 
ery, who stated that operating costs 
for the year exceeded those of the 
previous year and the initial estim- 
ate by $6,500. “Thus, administra- 
tion costs were up $2,500, due to the 
larger expenditures in connection 
with collections,” he said.
